drawn the Garrifon out of Mittau, except 500 Men, 
whem he has lefein the Caftle, is gone and encamp’d 
under the (Cannon of Riga, where his Army has 
been reinforc’d by 2000 Men of the Garrifon of Re- 
vel, and where he defigns to ftand his Ground, and. 
expect the Mufcovite Army. Colonel Demnitz is 
one--tu accompany the Czar in this Expedition ; 
ur the Sieur Keyferling Envoy from the Elector of 


Brandenburg continues at Wilna, to which Place 


the Czar pretends ro return in 15 Days. General 
Ogilvy, who is at Wilna with 20000 Men, has Or- 
dere'to hoid himielf in a readinefs to march with 
the Arciilery to enter Poland, in cafe the Czar’s Ex- 
pedizion (ucceed.. 

-.0Wrom the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept. 10, 

Auguft 22. The Swedifh General Leu- 
werjaupt, who cover’d the Dukedom of Courland, 
and purticularly this Place, the Capital thereof, be- 
ing iscely retir’d with his Body of Troops under the 
Cannon of Riga, to avoid coming to anew Engage- 
ment. with the Mufcovites, 3000 Mufcovite Dra- 

ns, conimanded by Colonel Pring, came Yefter- 

y ‘and potted chemfelves in’ this Town. Colonel 
Knowing, who commands in the Caftle, where there 
are about 500 Swedes, immediately began to play 
weon them with his Cannon, and threw likewife ma- 
ny Bombs into the Place: To day he continues to do 
the like, and endeavours, but hitherto in vain, to 
dodge the Mufcovites ; who are difpofing all things 
to attack the Caftle ro morrow with great Vigour ; 
the main of their Army, which is coming up with 
all Diligence, together with their Artillery, being ex- 
pected here this Evening for that purpofe. We have 
a Report tha: another Body of Mufcovires has like- 
wile invefied Riga.; but this needs Confirmation. 
\Memel, Auguft 27. We bave Advice that a De- 
tachment of Mufcovites, commanded . by General 
Baver, has routed, but not without lofs, fome Swe- 
dif; Troops that General Leuwenhaupt had pofted 
near Oli, Thar a Swedith Major, who went our to 
get Intelligence’ with s0c Dragoons, was likewife 
mer with by the Mufcovites near Niew-Bergfridr, 
‘whe receiy’d him fo well, that about 50 only of his 
Parr, ‘made theis Efcape. And that’ thereupon Ge- 
neral Leuwenhaupt had thrown bimfelf into Riga 
wirh the reft of his Troops, feating a like Misfor- 
tune might befall him. The Swedes are embarking 
all the Effects they have at Libau in Courland, de- 
-figning to abandon that Place in cafe the Mulcovites 
move thatway. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated September 15. 

Riza, Auguft'27. ‘Fhe Mufcovites are come to 
poft themfelves before this Town on the other fide 


of the Duna,with an Army of 36000 Men. Ge- 


nefal ‘Leuwenhaupr has again caus’d the greateft 


part of the Troops, which upon the Enemies bend- 
ing this way he had thrown into the Town, to march 
out of it, in order to difpute with them the Paflage 
of that River:* Bur if what is reporred be true, 
that another Body of Muicovites, almoft ali of 
them Horfe, has pafs'd the River above this Place, 
to come and inveft us likewife on the fide of Livonia, 
their defign being either to Bombard, or lay formal 
Siege to us, all his Endeavours will prove abortive. 
This News has caft us into the utmoft Confternati- 
on. 

Libau, Auguft 31, The Swedith Cavalry, that was 
here in Garrifon, is march’d out, to endeavour to 
retire co Riga along the Sea-Coatt ; and to Morrow 
the ‘Infantry willfollow by Sea, they. being ro that 
end already imbark’d on feveral Veffels, wich all 
their Baggage, &c. They write from Mirrau, that 
the General of the Mufcovite Troops, who arriv’d 
there very lately, had fent to f{ummon the ‘sovernour 
of the Caftle to furrender without more ado, and 
ceafe firing on the Town, otherwife he mutt expect 
no Quarter, neither for himfelf nor Garrifon ; and 
a Report is juft now {pread, that the Caftie has actus 
ally furrender’d upon Terms to the Mufcovites, who, 
if this be confirm’d, will foon be Matters of all 
Courland. 

From the Bruffelé Gazette, dated: Sept. 14. 

Dantzick, Avguft 30. Letrers from Couriand fay. 
that the Saxon’ Colonel Plugg, who terves in the 
Czar of Mutcovy’s Army, arriv’d ar Mitrau the 22d 
with 2000 Dragoons, who took Poffeilion of it, and 
invefted the Caftle, the Governour whereof makes a 
terrible Fire from his Cannon and Mortars upon che 
Town. The Mufeovites expected a Body of Foor 
on the 25th, to befiege the Caftle im Form. One of 
their Detachinents has invefted Bautske. General 
Leuwenhaupt finding himfelf not in a condition to 
ftand the Czar’s Army, is retir’d with his Troops in- 
to Riga, to which Place the Mufcovites are drawing 
Near, in order to Jay fiege co it. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept. 17. 

Mittau, Auguft 31. The Czar.of Mufcovy with 
Prince Alexander and fevera! Generals arriv’d here 
on Tuefday laft from Lithuania. His Majefty has 
hereabouts at Arthy of 20006 Men, moft of wham 
lye encamp’d around this Place: The reft of his 
‘Troops are mafeh’d towards Riga. The Swedith 
Officer commands in the ‘Caftle, upon. the 
“Menaces fent him by the Mufcovite General, that 
he and his Garrifon thonld be treated as Incendiaries 
and not as Prifoners of War, had the other day left 


_ off firing on the Town: Bur foon after he began to 


fire on us agen wirb greater Fury than before 3 in- 
fomuch that one Houfe is inuirely beaten down, and 
many others are damag’d, as is likewiic the Lurhe- 
ran Church belonging to the German Nation. How- 
ever, ‘tis at laft agreed on either fide, to fire no more 
from the Caftle on the Town, nor from the Town 


‘on the Caftle ; which the Mufcovites will attack 
“with Vigour when their heavy Cannon come up, 
their and their Gabiors being already pre- 


pard. 
Libau, Sept. 3. The Swedes, thar were in Garri- 
fon here, have totally evacuated this Place, and‘are 
bos “i retir'd 
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retir'd co Dunamunder Fort near Riga, the Cavalry 
by ‘Land, and the Infanccy by Sea. They carry’d 
of with chem all cheir Baggage, with the Ammuni- 
tion and Provifions that were in the Magazines here : 
Buc they lefc 40 Pieces of Iron Cannon, having only 
firft nail’d them'up: They left likewife the Fortfi- 
cations of the Place intire, nor have they committed 
the leaft Diforder againft any of the Inhabitants. 
We habe Advice, That the Troops they had at Baut- 
ske and Windau have alfo abandon’d thofe 2 Places ; 
fo that the Mufcovires are now Matters of all Cour- 
land, except the Caftle of Mitau, to which they 
have laid liege. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated September 18. 
Hamburgh, September 14. Our laft Letters from 


Courland fay, thac the Czar is arriv’d at Mictau, , 


and that he has caus'd Bacceries to be rais’d againft 
the Caftle ro oblige it ro furrender: after the Redu- 
tion whereof. he intends co go before Riga, which 
is already invefted on one fide by a Body of 20000 
Mufcovires. General Leuwenhaupt has thrown hin- 
felf into the Place with the Body of Troups under 
his Command : he had fent our feveral Devachiments 
to get Incelligence of the Mulcovices, but they had 
the misfortune to fall into the Enemy's Hands. Mon- 
fieur Smigielski, meeting with a Parry of Swedes, 
who went no raile Conuibutions in the Buhopnck of 
Varmia, defeated them, killing feveral Soldiers, and 
taking fome Officers Prifoners, with a Boocy of S000 


Crowns, all which he carry’d fafe of into Lichu- - 


ania.

Riga, Auguft 27. Two Days ago a ftrong Body 

of Mufcovites came marching along the Banks of 

the Duna, and have fince invefted this Town on 

that fide with an Army of 36000 Men. Part of our 


Garrifon is march’d out to binder the Enemy from | 


paifing that River. Weare yer open on the fide of 
Livonia, but a Body of the Enemy’s [roops are in 
Motion ro fhut us up on that fide alfo.

Hamburg, September 13. The Mufcovices, who 
are lying before Riga and the Caftle of Miccau, 
have nor yer received their heavy Artillery, but have 
feat a Detachment io convoy ir to them fromthe 
Dana. The Governour of that Caftle refolving to 
drive the Mufcovires out of the Town, tent a Trum- 
peter to the Inhabicants to warn chem to be gone 
thence in 48 Hours, leaft they fhould be involv’d in 
the fame Ruime with the Enemy ; he being refolv’d 
not to fpare the Houies, but batter them abou: their 
Ears. Mean while the Mufcovires work a nights to 
raife a Barter) in the Princes Garden. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated September 15. 

Coningsierg, Sept. 4. We have Advice from before 
Mittauw thar 30 Mufcovire Dragoons had carry'd off 
from under the Cannon of that Caftle 200 Head of 
Cattle and 200 Sheep, having kill’d 8 Men thar were 
keeping the Cattle, and taken 12 Prifoners ; nor did 
the Garrifon offer to fally out upon them. 


Yarmouth, Sept. 10. This day came in from the 
Sourhwards Her Majefty’s Ship the Dolphin : There 
tikewife tail'd from hence the fame day Her Majetty’s 
Ship the Dunwich with 14 Sail of laden Colliers for 
the River Thames ; and here are now in che Roads 
between 50 and 60 Sail of light Colliers.
